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FATTY  ARBUCKLE. 

"Worth  His  Weight  in  Laughs.” 

“Fatty”  Arbuckle  arose  in  Kansas  in  1887.  It  is  said  that  he  began  at  once  “to  manufac- 
ture laughs,”  causing  his  family  much  amusement  by  splashing  about  in  the  proverbial  custard 
pie  which  had  been  left  in  the  nursery  by  accident.  At  any  rate  he  did  not  delay  very  long  in 
starting  his  hilarious  career,  and  at  the  age  of  three  and  a half  donned  his  father’s  overalls  and 
derby,  which  uniform  he  continues  to  wear  and  by  which  he  is  best  known  to  his  millions  of 
friends  all  over  this  country,  the  only  change  being  that  the  overalls  and  derby  seem  to  have 
shrunk  to  an  astonishing  extent. 

When  he  was  fifteen,  “Fatty”  joined  a stock  company  on  tour,  playing,  of  course,  the
